The measure is in- 
tended to prevent depreciation of the 
twos. Senator Owen's plan is to can- 
cel outstanding gold certificates as 
they come into 
the treasury, issue 
treasury notes redeemable in gold in 
their stead, transfer the gold repre- 
sented'-by the gold certificates to the 
redemption division, cancel the two 
per cent bpnds, issue three per cents 
in their stead and supplant national 
bank notes,: with treasury notes.

had been investigated and who had 
attacked the department of justice in- 
a public speech.

maintaining a system of

over judges 
was "entirely withou 
foundation."

ANNUAL REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


SHOWS INCREASE EXCEEDS 


ONE THOUSAND. 


MANY VOLUMES ADDED 


Nine Hundred .and Nine Put on The

Borrowers Are Registered. 


Increase in the-circulation of public 
library books by 1023 volumes 
is 
shown by the annual 
report 
of the 


librarian 
ot the 
Janesville 
Public 
Library, submitted, 
to 
the 
library 


board at its recent meeting. The re- 
port presents an array ol: statistics 
and other facts showing that the li- 
brary is steadily gaining in patron- 
age, that the reading public is stead- 
ily learning to avail itself of the ad- 
vantage it offers and that 
librarians 
are constantly striving to make the 
library useful to the community that 
supports it. The report follows: 


To the Board of Directors, 
Janes- 
ville Public Library: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I have the honor of submitting to 
you the following report for the year 
ending June, 30, 1913. 


The library year began with many 


changes, Miss Lydia 
Kingsley, 
the 


librarian, resigning about July 30, to 
accept a position 
in the far west, 


Miss Helen Pfeirfer, 
of St. Joseph, 


Misouri, was in charge of the library 
during July and August, and the as- 
sistant librarian, Miss Agnes Buck- 
master, during the month of Septem- 
ber, the present 
librarian 
taking 
charge October first. 


Circulation. 
Although the circulation of books 
is but a.part of the library work, the 
influence.;of a library is very largely 
measured by the number of books it 
circulates. 
This library was open for 


the eirltilatlon of books 307 days, and 
issued for home use 
GGGG7 volumes, 
and 201 phamphlets. The adult de- 
partment shows a gain in circulation 
o£ 3112, and the children's depart- 
ment'a. loss of 20S9, leaving a net in- 
crease of 1023 over that of. the pre- 
vious year. The falling off in the 
circulation of 
children's books 
in- 


cludes both those loaned from the li- 
brary and from the schools, showing 
;hat it is not caused by conditions in 
the Children's Room. 
It is interest- 
ing to note that the decrease in the 
circulation of children's books is 
in 


fiction, 
the 
non-fiction 
circulation 
showing an increase o£ 17&. 
The 


adult non-fiction circulation shows an 
increase of 2133. -Two years ago the 
non-fiction circulation was 1G pe'r cent 
of the total; last year it was IS, and 
this year it is 22 per cent. This in- 
crease would indicate a growing ap- 
preciation by the reading public of the 
more instructive, and valuable feat- 
ures ot the library. 
A gratifying in- 
crease is shown in the circulation of 
books in the following classes: sociol- 
ogy, science, useful arts, travel.' and 
history. 
, 


The plan of allowing each child two 


books, only one of which may be fic- 
tion, at the same time on his card 
has proven, most 
satisfactory, 
ant 
helps explain the increased non-fiction 
circulation in the children's 
depart- 
ment, the large increase in the num- 
ber of curent periodicals circulated 
is noticeable. This library subscribes 
for many good magazines, a large 
number of which are little used in tiie 
Reading Room, the people who would 
most enjoy them not having the time 
to' read them there. 
Hence we have 


loaned many more of them for home 
reading having made it our policy tc 
allow any. magazine to be taken foi 
a limited time, if this can be done 
without interfering with 
thei: refer- 
ence use of the library. The^people 
have, as a rule, shown their apprecia- 
tion by 
returning 
the 
magazines 


promptly, .and we feel that this 
in- 
creased liberality in the lending 
ot 
periodicals is worth continuing. 


Reference. 
In the library's service to the com- 


munity, the reference work is seconc, 
only to the circulation of books. Much 
reference work was done during, the 
winter and spring months, and manj 
reference lists prepared for 
individ- 
uals, for clubs, and for school- work. 
Where this library 
could not supply 
the desired information, books were 
borrowed for patrons from the Wis- 
consin State. Historical Library, the 
Library of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, 
the Wisconsin Legislative Refer- 


ence Library and the. Madison Free 
Library. We have, in 
turn, loaned 


cause for the decrease in the circula- 
tion in the juvenile department, and 
it will be necessary to replace a large 
number of worn out books during the 
next two months, If we are to continue 
sending books to the schools for cir- 
culation. I feel that it is important 
that this work be continued as it is 
only through the books sent to the 
schools, and the interest of the teach- 
ers, that many of the children, whose 
homes are distant from the library 
are able to obtain books.

With reports from the grain-grow-

Rock Island Assures Mayor and 


City Engineer of Recom- 


mendation. 


That the Gould Construction Com- 
pany may proceed with the construe- 
.lion of the new concrete bridge over 
the Rock river on Milwaukee street 
was the statpment of Major Charles 
Kellar, United States District 
En- 
gineer at Rock Island, 111., made to 
Mayor James A. Fathers and City 
Engineer C. V. Kerch in a conference 
held at his. office there yesterday. He 
advised the contractor, however, not 
to make any large outlay until 
the 
War Dpartroent had been heard from. 
Major Kellar promised 
to 
forward 
plans of the bridge to the Depart- 
ment within three or four days and 
accompany them with his recommend- 
ation that they be approved as soon 
as possible in order that no delay 
in the construction may occur. After 
a casual inspection of the plans he 
declared his belief that they would 
be found satisfactory, as the fifty-two 
foot width of fhe spans was more than 
ample, though there was less certain- 
ty about their height. They are 13.2 
feet above extreme low water level. 
The usual government 
requirement 
is 12 feet above normal stage of water 
or "pool level1' .as it is termed. He 
thought the difference too slight to 
cause aiiy difficulty, though a modi- 
fication might possibly be 
advised. 
The plans in their entirety were very 
close to what is expected, practically 
complying' with all- requirements. 


Build at Peril. 


All who build over the river do so 
at their peril, said Major Kellar, for 
the reason that 
If the government 
chooses to open the stream to nav;-. 
gallon it will make no compensation 
for the removal of obstructions. 
He 
advised that no attempts be made to 
re-build on the sites of the burned 
structures until Congress takes action 
on the Rock river improvement plans 
which will be submitted to Congress 
at its next regular session beginning 
in September. The proposed channel 
is on the east side of the river, cut- 
ting directly 
over area. 
through 
the 
burned- 


The Major is enthusiastic over, the 
prospects for improvement of 
the 
Rock river and hopeful of favorable 
action by Congress. 
It is of greater 
importance to the cities on its. banks, 
and especially to Janesvillet as the 
northern .terminal, than few realize 
at the present time. 
The interview between the repre- 
sentatives of the city and the govern- 
ment engineer lasted about two hours 
and Mayor Fathers and City Engineer 
Kerch are confident that Major Kel- 
lar will do his best to prevent any 
delay in the erection 
o£ the 
new 
bridge.

HAS FORCE IN CITY 


Violators Can Be Prosecuted Through 


District Attorney—Mayor Denies 


Contrary Report. 


Although Attorney General Owen, 
ruled some time ago that the citv or- 
dinance governing the speed of auto- 
mobiles and motorcycles is 
illegal 
because it established a lower limit 
than, that prescribed by the state law, 
automobile drivers may not speed to 
their hearts' desire 
without being 
subjected to penalty as reported in 
the morning paper.

GENERAL POWELL CLAYTON 


IS EIGHTY YEARS OLD 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Washington, 
D. C., Aug. 7.—Gen. 
Powell Clayton, former ambassador to 
Mexico and for nearly half a century 
a prominent figure in American poli- 
tics, celebrated his eightieth birthday 
anniversary today. Gen. Clayton's ca- 
reer has been one of unusual activity. 
After serving as an officer of the Un- 
ion army through 
the civil war 'he 
settled on a plantation in Arkansas, 
•where he became a leader of the Re- 
publican party and was elected gov- 
ernor and United States senator. For 
more than forty years he represented 
Arkansas on the Republican national 
committee and during that period he 
was a delegate to every national con- 
vention of his party, Last winter, hav- 
ing taken up his permanent residence 
in this city. Gen. Clayton resigned his 
place on the national committee. At 
present he is busily engaged in writ- 
ing his memoirs, which he promises 
will contain many things to clear up 
the facts in the great political con- 
tests of bygone days.

INCOME ASSESSMENT 


MUST BE CORRECTED 


Letter Sent Out by Tax Commission 


Calls Attention to New Law 


Which is Now in 


Effect. 


Wisconsin income tax assessors are 


receiving letters from the state tax 
commission, which is a letter of in- 
struction and explanation relative to 
an important amendment to the in- 
come tax passed by/the present legis- 
lature. 
. 
The law. contained" in chapter felo, 


as amended exempts from the income 
tax all dividends received from state 
national, mutual savings banks and 
trust, companies subject to taxation 
by the state 
and 
also incomes of 


building and loan associations, all re- 
ligious, scientific, educational, benev- 
olent or other corporations of indi- 
viduals not organized or conducted 
for pecuniary profit. 
It also provides that the stockhold- 
er 
may deduct 
dividends received 


from his stock, that is. he will con- 
tinue to report the dividends received 
upon the first page of the income tax 
blank and deduct them on the second 
page. 
H will be necessary for the assess- 


•ors, according to the letter, to this 
year go over the returns and deduct 
dividends received from the state and 
national banks, savings 
banks 
and 
trust companies in this district as the 
law applies to the assessment of this 
year upon incomes of 1912. 


The provision 
of the income tax 


law permitting the offset 9f personal 
property tax against the income tax 
has also been amended so as to de- 
prive the owner oE bank and .trust 
companies' stock from using the re- 
ceipt for the tax paid upon such stock 
as an offset against his income tax.
